Cotton's throre is tottering, as 
the advancing forces .of paper 
and rayon make rapid {nronds 
into the monarch’s domain. 

Operators of America’s cotton 
mills . are’ frankly alarmed over 
indications that paper is ready to 
take another big slice out of cotion's 
big business, and -that rayon 
producers are planning another 
production boost which ,will further 
threaten cotton’s hold on the 
garment ‘and tyrecord industries. , 

Diminishing export - markets 
which last year reached a record 
high of 14 percent of. production, 
make the picture look even darker. 

The threat’ offered by paper and 
rayon has driven catton men into 
making serious efforts at o counter- 
attack, with the -formatlon of a 
Coton Bag Market Corpmittee, 
spearheading ‘ an offenslvé against 
Paper, recognised as No. I Enemy. 

PAPER BAGS - 

’ Paper bags, selling at I3 cents cach 
compared with a cost of-31. cents 
cents for a cotton bag, menace from 
seven percent to 10. per cent of 
cotton production, Paper. has 
already taken over cotton’s former 
monopoly in the cement, lime and 
gypsum bag busincas, and cotton 
men are fighting desperately to 
hold onto the flour bag trade, in 
which.they have ao fair chance to 
succeed. 

Cotton's strong point in four bags 
is the cloth’s appeal: to = farmer's 
wives, who make most of thelr 
dresses from . the gally-patterned 
cotton bags. ; 

The same cyo appeal and utility 
tactics are planned for cotton's feed 
bag offensive, but paper. already has 
made serious encroachments on this 
business. Res , 

Rayon’s threat {s dangerous, tem- 
pered only by that industry's in- 
ability to-expand production fast 
enough to mect the demand. 

: DOLLAR SHORTAGE 

In 1047 the United States exported 
1,500,000,000 square yards of cotton, 
but dollar shorfages this year have 
been reducing exports, and Japan, 
Great Britain, Belgium, and other 
exporting countries arc striving to 
{Increase their cotton exports, ¢ven 
at the expense of theix own people. 

The United States is losing cotton 
business this year to many markets, 
including Canada and the- Philip-. 
pines, which last year were respec~ 
tively ber two largest cotton cloth 
customers. . Others which have cut 
their imports are such important 
markets os Australia, Rhodesia, 
South Africa and Latin America. 

Most serious competitor in the 
‘export business is Japan, which has 
built up a surplus/of 3,500,000 yards 
with only one-fourth of her prewar 
spindle_enpacity. Japan stole the 
world cotton textile export” Jender-- 
ship from Britain in 1033, and held 
It until World War cI. Fears. that 
she may regain the leadership have 
led British and American — textile 
lenders to ask their governments to 
Mmit. Japanese spindles to 3,000,000, 
compnred with: 12,000,000 before th 
war,—United Press. :

problem in the way of trade. Some 
orders which we placed’ two or 
three years ogo have still not been 
dellvered.” : . . 

Asked if Indla was finding British 
.prices high, Mr Chetty answered: 
"Yos, prices are high, but that is a 
matter capable of -adjustment. The’ 
real problem is the bottleneck of 
delivery dates."—~Reuter.
